Russia will only act in- 
dependently if common action should 
prove impossible. As for Russia's ac- 
quiescing in the failure of the Confer- 
ence, it has never been thought of for 
one moment. 


The Conference of the leading Eu- 
ropean powers has met and held and 
closed its session without effecting the 
concessions from the Porte which it 
was presumed the Sultan would readi- 
ly make. But Midhat Pasha, per- 
ceiving that Turkey wasa Power of 
much strength, that she had foreign 
sympathy, and that Russia is timid, 
refused to compromise the dignity of 
his government. 

It may be presumed that our tele- 
grams leave out more news than they 
state. It may also bea rational sup- 
position that Austria and even Eng- 
land, secretly gave much encourage- 
ment to Turkey, while Germany was 
not at all unduly enthusiastic in Rus- 
sia’s behalf. Hence there is reason for 


must as discreetly feel his way among 
the powers as his generals exercise mil- 
itary precautions in their advances 
along the Danube. Turkey feels em- 
boldened through some outside as- 
surances and is preparing for war. 
She has purchased $1,225,000 of arms 
from the United States and expresses 
through her Embassador “the hope} dre 
that the failure of the conference 
might not altogether terminate the 
negotiations” between herself and 
Russia. Russia wants to see what the 
various Cabinets mean to do in the 
premises, and, if favorable to her in- 
terests with their aid, compel the 
Porte to come to terms. Otherwise 
she will act independently, for she 


the conference. The Eastern question 
has afforded European Diplomats a 
fine field in which to exercise their 
highest powers. Andrassy, Saulsbury, 
Bismarck, Gotzkachoff and Midhat 
Pasha have exhibited diplomatic 
strategy of the highest character. 
They, hold an immense influence in 
the control of European affairs and 
make it quite impossible to tell 
whether a war between Russia and 
Turkey will arise or peace be main- 
tained. There may be war next week 
—a century may pass and nota bat- 
tle be fought.
